distontging them from their Breastworks, if «till oceu- 
pird, but this the Insurgents had cvaenated, though 
they ventured to dispute the possession of the pre- 
ights, and to direct a well-aimed fire 
against our Main Force. Diseoncerted, however, by 
the bold manner in which they were met by our 
Skirmishers, as they scaled the Mountain sideg, and 
by the ateudy progress of the advance, they gratfually 
abandoned their first position, and retired to the high- 
eat ridges and pinnacles of the Durra. 

Thad resolved from the first not to ullow any lateral 
opposition to divert me from the main purpose of 
clearing the Valley, and fitile after 7 a.m. 1 had 
the satisfaction of reaching the southern gorge of the 
Pass, antl establishing there the 36th Native Infantry 
and the Guns, in an excellent post, constituted by the 
walls of a strong and capacious, though deserted Fort. 
By this time our Skirmishers had every where got pos- 
session of the heights, and the Affghan Force under 
Jan Fihen Khan, had also crowned the mountains 
and displayed their banners on its summit. 

You are aware, that it was part of your original 
plan, that the 13th Light Infantry should return to 
‘their Encampment at Bootkhak—ns the column march- 
ed back, the Enemy again showed theinselves on seve- 
ral points of the defile, and openeda fire, and vome 
os ined in repelling these attacks, and in 
withdrawing our Planking parties. 4: 

‘The Troops finally arrived at Bootkhak about 2 p. at, 
a good deal harrumed by the exertions of the marn- 
ing. You will sea by the Returns that the Casualties 
Ihave not been few, which arase from the great 
‘tage afforded by the ground to an Enemy truined to 
Mountain Wartare. 

Permit me to add the expression of my admiration 
of the fearless manner in which the men of the L3th, 
chiefly young Soldiers, nsconded heights nearly per- 
pendivuiar, under the sharp firo of the Incurzenta. 
‘The Sepoys of the 84th rivalled and equalled them in 
steadiness, activity and iutrepidity. 1am happy to 
say, that no lose whatever of Baggage of the Nutive 
Infantry wos sustained in traversing this valley of

Lieutenant 
Colonel Monteath, 35th, Co waded the adeance 
guard, Liewenant Colonel Dennie, 13th, the main 
column, aud Captain Oldfield, 5th Light Cavatey, the 
rear guord, in each, of which troops of the several 
arms wer anpoiuted according t the best of my 
jadgment. The force folt its way ewutiously through 
the defilrs of the Tnft Kotul, wecupying with 
Skinmishers the hills on cither flank, aut leaving par 
tic for the proveetion of uur baggie aud sear on 
velectod yout. Noting war seen of the enemy 
uniil the advenee aud ain body had holed in the 
valley of Te-2eon, From this low ground anather 
vale stretches out towards the South Bast, and on the

Ulzal’s fort, large work backed by garuens, which 
the rebels till garrisoned. From thie eminence thr 
advance guari under Colonel Monteath drove (hom by 
a combined attack, and I then directed the 13h Light 
lufantey and a portion of Captain Abbot's buttery 
to advance under Lieutenant Colonel Dennie und 
assault the fort itself. ‘The inturgenta, howover, aban- 
donod it after directing from it a fecble fire. 

T immediately determined to eatabiish in it a Depot 
for my sick and wounded, and to take it os a point of 
support for ulterior operations and on nppui to my 
Camp, to be fixed under its wulls, but ne the encmy 
contivued to occupy in force @ nearly circular range 
of heights, and even boldly to skirmish in a lower part 
of the valley, it beeame necessary to drive them from 
such segments of the mountain as would, if remuinin 
in their hands, have given them the power to commant 
our position, and fire upon the troops with advantage 
at night. This led to a successivn of ekirmishes which 
were maintained with grent coolnets and spirit by 
several Companics of the 13th and one of the 35th, 
aided by the Guns of Captain Abbott's Battery and 
the Mountain Train, and supported by the Cavalry. 
The combar was prolonged until afer dusk, and the 
ammunition of one of the Companies of the 13th 
having been expended, it was compelled touporaiily 
to retire, and a very promising Officer, Licute- 
nant Edward King, wae killed at its head. A supply of 
cartridges and @ reinforcemeut were promptly sent up, 
and the affair ended by the rebels being pushed off 
every part of the steep mountains whieh we devigned 
The Returns will shew that our loss hae 
‘and T have no doubt that the enemy 
red severely from the tire of our Skirmishers and 
ot of our batteries. The force bivouacked in 
position without an attempt being made upon our 
Tine. Morning shewed us the heights every where 
dreerted by the rebrls, and if e ncgociation which they 
have opened in iousble terms akguldd nabeny:ae. 
their entire submission, I purpose to attack their 
principe! fort to-morrow. 

T regret to have to add that, though every precau- 
was adopted for the security of our line of 
communication, a large interval waa created between 
oui main body and rear guard by the circumstases of 
the latter having to await at Kboord Cabool the 
‘arrival of carriage from the eapital for part of the 
publig baggage. A light armed enemy, well acquaint- 
-ed with tbe country, did not fail to take advantage of 
this, and I fear that some ammunition and valuable 
stores rave fallen into their hamls, 1 beg to furward 
the report gf Captain Oldfield, detailing every oceur- 
Fenda whilat he commanded the rear guard, also the 
Roturns of killed aod wounded and of ammunition 
expended.”

y fi ud Svokhab. Maj 
one ix acquainted with the localities nnd will 
not have forgotten that the only entrance to the 
valley of Jugduluk from the Eastward ix by a long 
and winding Kotul overlooked and eomma 
Tnfty range of mountains, partially clo 
and dwarf trees. OF these really terrific eminenees, 
the rebels had, ax I had anticipated, taken possession, 
in more considerable numbers than we have been 
oppored to since Iraving Terzeen, Holding all the 
aulient pointe of the bills, and eceured by breastworks, 
they shewed a determination to dispute with the 
utmost obstinacy the progress of our Aauking parties 
and to endeavour to prevent the debouche of our 
advance and main column, To enable us to effect 
this, 1 had to detach Companies fiom every Corps 
in the force to the right and left, which aided 
by the Artillery won their way inch by inch up the 
lolty heights, much however remaived to be done, 
and the fire of the mountainecra from several of the 
tullest xummite was auabuied, and success wan every 
where doubtful; when a single Company of the 18¢h, 
‘under Cuptain Wiikivson, wae directed to advance 






























up the defile itself. It pressed forward at a rapid 
pace, tupported by all the reserves which remained 
available, and to the surprise of the whole force 
found that the enemy bad neglected to yuurd the 
main outlet. This van guard therefore it supporte, 
and the guns were quickly established on the narrow: 
table land from which they had it in their power to 
take the whole of the defences of the Rebela in ree 
verse. Our troops commanded the route to Sookhi 
and the enemy seemed to decline. all further upposic 
tion. The march was resumed, but as the cumbrous 
train of bageaze filed over the mountain, the insure 
gents again appearing from beyond the most distant 
ridges, renewed! the contest with inereased numbers, 
st avage fury. Our rear-guard made the 
best dispositions for defence, and rescue; but the 
suddenness of the onset caused some confusion, during 
which, notwithstanding the efforts of the troops, some 
Zquipage fell into the hands of 
their opponents. Captain Wyndham, of the 35th, was 
killed at this crisie of the ‘effairs and several brave 
mien of all the Corps, fell or were wounded. Soon, 
however, by the praiseworthy exertions, and cool and 
soldieslike order and example of Captains Bu 
house aud Broadlfoot of the Shab's Service, and 
Fenwick. of the 18th, was restored, 
the aspect uf the affair eh id the rear 
guard cxtricated from the defile, It coutinued in the 
hest order to retreat, and to repel the chemy who 
had followed it up to the point at which the loltier 
hills wear away. Our casualties of yeaerduy and the 
day before, amount to one hundred ond thirty; 
amongst whoin are one Olfierr killed and four wound- 
ed. This loss will not be considered heavy by those 
who have even the heights from which the rebels 
were driven, and are acquainted with the habits ond 
character of the mountuinecrs to whom we were op- 
posed. I have to-duy marehrd to this place without 
any interruption worthy of mention, 

From the details of this deepatch the Major Gene. 
manding in Afghanistan, will be enabled to 
inferencea ax to the actual state of our 
relations with the refractory Chief who were ad= 
mitted at Teezeen into a treaty of reconciliation with 
the Government against which they rebelled, 
But it belongs more peculiarly te my vocation, in. the 
field, now that there is @ prospect of brief repose ia 
the vicinity of thix Cantonment, to report with much 
satisfaction the cheerfuluess, steadiness and persever= 
ance with which the troops have performed every 
duly required of them ; since leaving Cabool they 
have been kept constantly on the alert by attacks by 

ight and day; from the time of their arrival ag 
Teozeen they have invariably bivouacked, aud the 
safely of our positions has only been accured by un~ 
te vg labor, and throwing up intrenchiments, and 
very severe outpost duty; whilst each succeeding 
morning hie brought its affair. with a bold and active 
enemy, cminently skilful in the species of warfare to 
which their attempts have been confined, and armed 
with Juzails, whieh have enabled them to annoy us 
fata range, at which thry could only be reached by 
our Artillery. Though compelled by the effects of 
my late wound to witness there conflicts from a 
Doolie, I must bear my unequivacal testimony to the 
gallantry of Officcrs and men, o0 every vccavion of 
contact with the enemy, and especially in sealing the 
emendous heights above Jugduluk.
